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RECORD  STOCKS  OF  FEED  GRAIN  AND  SOYBEANS 


Stocks  of  corn,  barley,  sorghum  grain,  and  soybeajis  in  all  positions  on 
January  1 reached  new  record  high  levels  for  that  date.  Corn  stocks. at  3.6 
billion  bushels,  barley  at  358  million,  sorghum  grain  at  505  million,  and  soy- 
beans at  380  million  bushels  exceeded  the  previous  records  by  5,  17,  123  and 
l6  percent,  respectively.  Oat  stocks  were  18  percent  above  the  previous  year 
with  wheat  and  flaxseed  the  only  commodities  showing  declines  from  the  previ- 
ous year.  Stocks  of  feed  grains  --  corn,  oats,  barley,  and  sorghum  grain  -- 
add  to  a total  of  138  million  tons,  --  the  largest  of  record  --  and  compares  with 
121  million  tons  a year  earlier,  the  previous  record  holdings. 

Stocks  of  1,  3 77  million  bushels  of  wheat  stored  in  all  positions  on  Jan- 
uary 1 were  the  smallest  since  1954  but  still  the  fourth  largest  of  record.  The 
total  was  significantly  smaller  than  the  record  holdings  on  January  1,  1956, 
but  nearly  a third  larger  than  average.  The  stocks  total  was  nearly  50  percent 
larger  than  the  1957  production,  reflecting  the  continued  relatively  large  carry- 
over of  old  wheat  on  July  1,  a large  part  of  which  was  Government  owned.  How- 
ever, this  is  the  second  straight  year  of  declining  stocks  from  the  previous  year. 
Current  stocks  were  less  than  October  1,  1957  stocks  by  226  million  bushels 
com.pared  with  the  average  disappearance  during  the  period  of  252  million  bush ela 

Off-farm  wheat  stocks  of  1,  086  million  bushels  were  nearly  10  percent 
smaller  than  a year  earlier  with  stocks  in  each  off-farm  position  less  than  the 
previous  year.  Stocks  owned  or  controlled  by  CCC  showed  the  sharpest  decline, 
being  reduced  nearly  one-half,  Nearly  two-thirds  of  the  total  stocks  were  either 
owned  by  the  Government  or  were  under  Government  loan. 

Rye  stocks  of  20,  6 million  bushels  stored  in  all  positions  on  January  1 
were  8 percent  above  a year  earlier  and  nearly  an  eighth  larger  than  average. 
Farm  stocks  of  rye  totaled  9,  7 million  bushels,  37  percent  larger  than  a year 
earlier  and  account  for  nearly  half  of  the  total  stocks.  Stocks  of  rye  at  termi- 
nals reported  at  4,5  million  bushels  were  the  smallest  since  1953,  the  second 
smallest  since  1948  and  only  about  one-half  the  stocks  in  this  position  a year 
earlier.  Stocks  at  interior  elevators  and  warehouses  were  more  than  three- 
fourths  larger  than  a year  earlier  and  average  and  represent  the  third  largest 
holdings  of  record  in  these  positions.  Holdings  in  CCC  bins  were  quite  small 
and  the  lowest  since  1954, 
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Corn  stocks  in  all  positions  on  January  1 were  a record  total  of  3*^  iDillion 
bushels  compared  with  the  previous  record  last  year  of  3*^  billion  and  the  average 
of  2.5  billion,  About  a third  of  the  corn  stocks  were  owned  by  CCC  on  January  1 -- 
more  than  100  million  above  January  1,  1957*  Stocks  on  farms,  at  2,457  million 
bushels,  were  up  5 percent  from  a year  earlier.  Corn  stored  at  interior  mills, 
elevators  and  warehouses  was  a record  total  of  395  million  bushels  --a  fourth 
above  the  previous  record  of  1957*  Stocks  in  terminal  elevators  were  a record  104 
million  bushels  and  in  CCC  bins  second  only  to  January  1 last  year.  Disappearance 
in  the  last  quarter  of  1957  was  880  million  bushels  compared  with  838  million  bushel 
in  the  same  quarter  of  1958. 

Cats  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  January  1 of  932  million  bushels  were 
18  percent  larger  than  the  small  holdings  of  January  1 , 1957  ^ percent  above 

average  for  the  date.  Stocks  on  farms  of  854  million  bushels  were  21  percent  larger 
than  a year  earlier.  Stocks  in  off-farm  storage  were  12  percent  smaller  and  lowest 
for  the  date  in  four  years.  Oats  holdings  under  loan  to  or  owned  by  C.C.C.  were 
smaller  than  at  the  beginning  of  either  1957  or  1958.  Disappearance  of  oats  since 
October  1 has  been  relatively  light  --  12  percent  less  than  in  the  same  period  in 
1958  and  smallest  in  four  years. 

Stocks  of  barley  on  January  1 were  a record  high  of  358  million  bushels  com- 
pared with  292  million  bushels  a year  earlier.  About  two -fifths  of  the  January  1, 
1958  stocks  were  owned  by  or  under  loan  to  C.C.C.  compared  with  about  one-third 
the  stocks  in  the  two  previous  years.  Stocks  on  farms  totaled  209  million  bushels 
--29  percent  more  than  on  January  1,  1957*  Off-farm  storages  of  barley  totaled 
149  million  bushels  — 15  percent  more  than  a year  earlier.  Interior  mills,  eleva- 
tors and  warehouses  had  record-large  stocks  of  112  million  bushels,  a fourth  more 
than  a year  earlier.  Storage  at  terminal  elevators  was  large  but  less  than  last 
year.  Disappearance  of  barley  during  the  last  quarter  of  1957  vas  I07  million 
bushels  compared  with  97  million  in  the  same  quarter  of  1958  and  the  heaviest 
since  1943* 

Sorghum  grain  holdings  in  all  storage  positions  on  January  1,  at  505  million 
bushels,  were  about  two  and  one -half  times  the  previous  record  stocks  on  January  1, 
1958.  Such  large  stocks  reflect  the  huge  1957  crop  --  more  than  double  the  previ- 
ous record.  Stocks  in  commercial  storage  at  300  million  bushels  were  double  a year 
earlier.  Farm  stocks  at  205  million  bushels  were  more  than  triple  a year  earlier. 
About  a third  of  the  January  1 stocks  were  under  loan  to  or  owned  outright  by  C.C.C. 
Disappearance  of  sorghum  grain  during  the  October  - December  quarter  was  138  mil- 
lion bushels  - far  above  the  same  period  any  previous  year  and  indicating  a heavy 
rate  of  feeding  the  high  moisture  1957  crop. 

Soybean  stocks  of  38O  million  bushels  in  all  storage  positions  on  January  1 
were  the  largest  of  record  for  the  date  and  were  16  percent  above  a year  earlier, 
the  previous  high.  Farm,  terminal,  processors  and  mill,  elevator  and  warehouse 
stocks  were  all  above  January  1,  1957 • Processing  plants,  however,  show  less  stocks 
than  on  January  1,  1958. 

Stocks  on  January  1 indicated  a disappearance  during  the  October -December 
quarter  of  110  million  bushels  from  a supply  of  490  million  bushels  as  of  October  1, 
1957*  The  supply  consisted  of  a carry-over  of  about  10  million  bushels  plus  the  1957 
production  of  48o  million  bushels.  During  the  quarter,  86  million  bushels  were  pro- 
cessed for  oil,  and  around  4o  million  bushels  were  exported.  The  total  disappearance 
exceeds  that  indicated  by  current  stocks;  however  differences  such  as  this  usually 
clear  up  by  the  next  quarter  when  there  is  less  probability  of  duplication  in  stocks 
reported  in  the  various  segments.

Flaxseed  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  January  1 totaled  21.8  million 
bushels"!  This  was  only  slightly  more  than  one -half  the  amount  on  hand  a year 
earlier  and  the  smallest  January  1 stocks  in  the  11  years  of  record.  Off-farm  stocks 
were  nearly  30  percent  less  than  a year  earlier  with  farm  stocks  nearly  60  percent 
smaller. 


January  1 stocks  indicated  a disappearance  during  the  half-year  --  July  - 
December  1957  --  of  23.^  million  bushels  from  the  supply  of  k^.2  million  bushels 
(carry-over  of  19.'^  million  plus  1957  production  of  25*8  million  bushels).  During 
the  period,  crushings  amounted  to  l6.6  million  bushels  while  exports  accounted  for 
9*0  million  bushels.  This  indicates  a disappearance  of  25*6  million  bushels.  Such 
difference  between  known  and  indicated  disappearance  may  be  due  in  part  to  duplica 
tion  in  stocks  reported  for  various  storage  segments  or  to  errors  in  estimates  of 
production  or  farm  stocks.  In  the  past,  such  discrepancies  have  largely  cleared  up 
as  the  marketing  season  progressed. 

The  totals  in  this  report  are  assembled  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  bringing  to- 
gether  commercial  stocks  at  terminals  as  reported  by  the  Grain  Division  of  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  stocks  of  soybeans  at  processing  plants  as  report- 
ed by  the  Census  Bureau;  grains  reported  by  the  Grain  Branch  of  the  Commodity 
Stabilization  Service  as  owned  by  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  and  stored  in  bins, 
ships,  and  other  storages  under  CCC  control;  estimates  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
for  stocks  on  farms  and  at  merchant  mills  and  interior  mills,  elevators,  and 
warehouses . 
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
